WHEREAS, Funds for this agreement will be available from the Watersbed aiii 
Environmental Improvement Program (WEIP) Proj ect No . CU W3 9401; and 

WHEREAS, The Property was appraised by a City-hned Independent Appraiser on 
April 6, 201 1 and approved for use by the Department of Real Estate on April 18, 201 1; 
and 

WHHKEAS, irtie FlMniiigBepartment in a letter dated January 3, 2012, found that the 
acquisition of the Property pursuant to the Purchase Agreement is consistent iie Cily -s 
General Plan and with the Eight Priority Policies of City Planning Code Section 101.1, which 
letter is on file with tlxe Clerk of the Commission and is incorporated hereui by this reference;

WHEREAS, The Planning Commission certified the Alameda Watershed 
Management Plan Final Environmental Inpac^^ on August 3, 2000 (Motion 

No. 15931), and this Commission adopted findings pursuant to the California 
Environmental Quality Act (CEQA) and adopted the Mitigation and Monitoring 
Reporting Program (MMRP) on September 26, 2000 (Resolution No. 00-0229); now, 
liiefefore,beit 

RESOLVED, The Commission finds that the acquisition of the Property will fiirther the 
pinwty of Hie Watershed Haa to protect aiad emhanQe cyx&lng^ water quality, ani is 
consistent wilh the Alameda Watershed Management Plan (Watershed Plan), and that, since the 
FEIR was certified there have been no substantial changes in the Watershed Plan, and no 
substantial changes in chcumstances relating to the Plan that would require major revisions to 
iie FEIR due to the involvefirieht of new significant eimronmental effects or an increase in 
the severity of previously identified significant impacts^ and there is no new information of 
substantial importance that would change the concliisions set forth in the FEM; and, be it 

FURTHER RESOLVED, That this Commission hereby authorizes the General 
Manager of the SFPUC and/or the San Francisco Director of Propeity to execute and 
enter into the Purchase Agreement, and to take such other actions necessary to accommodate

FURTHER RESOLVED, That this Commission hereby authorizes and directs the 
General Manage of #e SFPUC and the ratetof of Property tfl mmim Md ¥m^1m^ 
Agreement, and upon closing, authorizes and direcM tibe DkmMw of it^pilf execute the 
Ceitificate of Acc^tance for the deed to tihe Properly, and to execiite any otte docnimesis of 



agi-eements reasonably necessary to consummate the transaction contemplated under the 
Purchase Agreement, in the fomi approved by the General Manager or Director of Property, in 
consuhation with the City Attorney; and, be it 

FURTHER RESOLVED, That this Commission hereby authorizes the General 
Manager of the San Francisco Public Utilities Commission and the Director of Property to 
enter into any amendments or modifications to the Purchase Agreement, including without 
limitation, the exliibits, that the General Manager determines, in consultation with the City 
Attomey: are in the best interest of the City; do not materially increase the obligations or 
liabilities of the City; ai'e necessary or advisable to effectuate the puiposes and intent of 
the purchase conti^act or this resolution; and are in comphance with all applicable laws, 
includmg the City Charter.
